Former Premier of England 
Believed to Be Dying from 
Complication of Ailments 

at Hatfield House. 


HAS LONG BEEN FAILING. 


Retired After Fifty Years of Act- 
ive Service Over a Year Ago 
Because His Health Made — 
Rest Necessary. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, } 

LONDON, Aug. 21, 1a. m.—Lord Salisbury, 
the ex-premier of England, ts critically {11 
et Hatfield house, and according to the latest 
bulletin, issued at 10 o'clock last night, there 
is little hope of his recovery. 

Once in the course of the evening it was 
thought that his lordship had already 
breathed his last, but he made a surprising 
rally, and at midnight it was announced 
that his condition had not changed since the 
issuance of the 10 o'clock bulletin. 

King and Queen Notified. 

Telegrams have been dispatched to the 
king, the queen, and the prince of Wales, ac- 
quainting them with the critical condition 
of the ex-premier. 

Viscount Cranborne, Lord Salisbury’s eld- 
est son, late last night explained that the 
fear that the marquis had died was occa- 
sioned by an accident. \Lord Salisbury was 
asleep in a chair when the arm on which he 


was leaning gave way and he fell heavily » 


to the ground, receiving a severe shock. 

Lord Salisbury, the viecount added, was 
improving in health until last week, when a 
slight accident led to a recurrence of the. 
complications: he had been suffering from, 
including marked weakness of the heart and 
circulation. 


Has Complication of Troubles. 
Lom Salisbury is suffering with Bright's 
disease, complicated with nervous prostra- 
tion, which on several occasions has been 
acute. 
The Lancet says his illness is complicated 
with cardiac and pulmonary symptoms,

The marquis of Salisbury resigned the pre- 
miership a little over a year ago, having been 
succeeded by Mr. Balfour, the present pre- 
mier, on July 18, 1902. 

One of the chief causes of Lord Salisbury’s 
resignation was his failing health. On one or 
two occasions when he found it necessary 
to make addresses in parliament his grow- 
ing weakness was painfully evident. His 
epeeches had lost ali their former vim and 
energy, and at times he wandered from 

Decamie 


Iliness of Long Standing. 

As far back as 1808 Lord Salisbury’s health 
was the occasion of much concern, and in 
that year he dropped all official duties and 
went to the south of France to recuperate. 

His present critical illness developed about 
a week ago, when the news came from Hat- 
field house that his lordship had been taken 
with a severe attack of nervous prostration., 
For the last week or ten days his condition 
was marked by periods of extreme depres- | 
sion, followed by recoveries, which led to the 
hope that he might recover. 

At the time King Edward’s life was be- 
lieved in danger, and it was found necessary 
to operate upon him for appendicitis, Lord 
Salisbury was_prepared to retire, but con- 
tinued as premier until all danger to the king 
had passed. When the king was fully re- 
stored to health and affairs in south Africa 
had been arranged Lord Salisbury formally 
resigned and his resignation was accepted 
with regret. 


Fifty Years a Statesman. 

With his resignation his long career as a 
statesman ended and he sought a well 
earned rest, but he had waited too long. 
From the time of his retirement his health 
continued to fail. 

Lord Salisbury was born in 1880 at Hat- 
field, and served in parliament and the gov- 
ernment for fifty years, entering the house 
of commons as Lord Robert Cecil in 1853. 
He held his seat in the commons until the 
death of his father and his eldest brother 
elevated him to the peerage. : 


Man of Strange Temperament. 

Lord Salisbury has been described as a big 
Englishman, both mentally and physically, 
by some, and by others in less complimen- 
tary terms. | 

Justin McCarthy described him by saying: 

** His tall, bent, awkward figure; his pre- 
maturely bald crown, his face with an outline 
and a beard that reminded one of a Jew ped- 
dlier from the Minories; his ungainly gestures, 
his unmelodious voice, and the extraordinary 
and wanton bitterness of his tongue set the 
ordinary observer strongly against him. He 
seemed to delight in being gratuitously of- 
fensive.”’ 

His early career in parliament while he 
was still Viscount Cranbourne was marked 
by a recklessness of speech that promised to 
wreck his career before many years, but just 
at a critical moment Lord Derby appointed 
him secretary for India. 


Begins His Serious Work. 

The responsibilities of office wrought oe 
complete change in his character. No man 
ever displayed in so short a time greater 
aptitude for the duties of the office he had 
undertaken, or a loftier sense of its tremen- 
dous moral and political responsibility than 
did Lord Cranborne during his too brief ten- 
ure of the Indian secretaryship. 

The cynic had become a statesman, the in- 
tellectual gladiator an earnest champion of 
exalted political principle. The license of 
tongue, in which Lord Cranborne had reveled 
while yet a free lance, he absolutely re- 
nounced when he became a responsible min- 
ister. He compelled the respect and admira- 
tion of Gladstone and Bright, and indeed of 
every one who took the slightest interest in 
the condition and the future of India. 

That was the real beginning of his career 
and it was to be followed by twenty years 
as a cabinet minister and thirteen years as 
premier, during which time he made four 
cabinets and held the premiership longer 
than any man during the Victorian era. 


Averted War with United States. 

In 1806 after he resumed the premiership 
that had been Lord Rosebery’s for a time, 
Lord Salisbury was challenged on the Vene- 
gzuelan boundary question by the historic 
message to congress from President Cleve- 
land. Public opinion in England was in an 
inflamed state, and the question of war or 
peace hung in the balance. Lord Salisbury 
was extremely cautious, and finally yielded 
to the demands of the United States and 
agreed to arbitration.

Confesses to Thirty-nine Robberies 
Since Last September. 


New York, Aug. 20.—[Special.]—‘‘ Gentle- 
man George,” or Henry W. Brooks, or 
George Robinson, who, arrayed in claw- 
hammer coat, dined out early in the evening 
and robbed houses when the night was older, 
confessed today that since last September 
he had committed thirty-nine burglaries. 

This American ‘‘Raffies’”’ has no companion 
to act as a foil to his brilliancy, but his wife 
lived with him in expensive apartments in 
houses which he used as a basis for opera- 
tions. She is said to bea woman of excellent. 
family, who knew nothing of the real calling 
of her husband. Where she is now is a mys- 
tery. The police say they have pledged them- 
selves to give no clew to her place of abode, | 


Sold Plunder to Government. 

Not the least of the more than ordinary 
features of this man’s career is the fact 
that he disposed of much of his plunder to 
the United States assay office in this city. 

His clothes were cut by the best tailors 
and his linen and neckwear selected with 
care. He referred to himself as a member 
of clubs and paid from $30 to $50 a week 
for board for himself and wife in houses | 
in the midst of one of the wealthiest sec- 
tlons of the city. 


Tells of His Career. 


Robinson talked over his affairs with In- 
spector McCluskey and Capt. Langan, smok- 
ing a cigar which the inspector had given 
to him. | ~ 

“I'm afraid I’ve caused your men a great 
deal of fnconvenience,” said Robinson.

How He Worked at Night. 


** I reasoned the matter out along the lines 
thata if I wanted to work unmolested 1 
should have a place where the police would 
be least likely to look for me. I decided the 
best method was burglary of the overhead 
variety, so I purchased rope ladders, hooks, 
and various things useful in enabling me to 
drop from the roof to the second or third 
story. The rope ladder I attached to a 
chimney or something of the kind, windows 
were often open, and if I heard any noise it 
was easy for me to climb back again to 
safety. I again decided to work only in 
territory where the prosperous live, and de- 


“T usually waited until 8 or 4 o'clock in 
the morning. Then I got through the scuttle 
of the house where I lived and went about 
my business. I estimate I got $25,000 worth 
of jewelry, but as I disposed of the articles 
hurriedly I realised scarcely $4,000.”

Seeretary Wilson Says Gamblers 
Closed American Mills. 


‘ 


RESULT OF $7,000,000 DEAL 


European Nations Planning to Raise 


Their Own Staple. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—[{Special.]— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson declared to- 
night that the cotton pool, which has already 
made $7,000,000 by manipulating prices, had 
caused enormous damage to the cotton manu- 
facturing industry of the United States. 

“The speculators have cornered the mar- 
ket,’ said the secretary, put up the 
price so high that manufacturers cannot use 
raw cotton. At existing prices there is no 
profit to them. The price of manufactured 
goods cannot be manipulated as can the price 
of raw cotton. 


Gamblers Control the Cotton. 

“The manufacturer found it more profita- 
ble to sell his cotton to the gamblers Mills 
were closed down because of there being no 
‘raw material left, and in some instances cot- 
ton which was sold to European manufactur- 
ers has been brought back to this country 
and used in the gambling operations.”’ 

Secretary Wilson showed by figures how 
the United States is in danger of losing its 
market for cotton. He said the British, the 
French, the Germans, the Belgians, and oth- 
ers own lands in Africa, and they have been 
for some time organizing to produce cotton. 


Egypt a Great Competitor. 


In Egypt the irrigation of vast areas in the 
Nile valley has largely increased the cotton 
growing industry. He continued: 

‘*They pay 15 cents a day for labor there. 
There is a breed of cattle which does all 
the work and stands the heat better than 
mules. Those European nations owning ter- 
ritory inm*Africa have been coming to our 
southern states and engaging expert labor 
to go over there and organize the natives. 

‘Twelve cent cotton in the United States 
ts a great encouragement to all those people 
to increase their output. The nations in 
Asia are doing everything to increase the 
cotton production to become independent 


of us. 


Must Grow More Cotton. 


“ There has been a feeling for some time 
that it would be wiser for us to grow more 
cotton, but the gambling operations this 
summer had the immediate effect of stimu- 
lating efforts for an increased production. 
The prospect of the present crop has nothing 
whatever to do with the operations of the 
gamblers. The shortage of raw cotton to the 
manufacturer is not due to the shortage of 
the crop, but:to the fact that the corner in 
cotton has put the price of the raw material 
to a point where the manufacturer cannot 


profitably use it.” 


Clique Cleared $7,000,000, 


New Orleans, La. Aug. 20.—[Special,}— 
Since W. P. Brown left for New York on his 
last visit the winnings of the bull cotton ring 
have been closely figured out, in so far as 
the July corner was concerned, It can now 
be authoritatively stated that Brown and his 
associates cleared up $7,000,000. 

W. P. Brown was the head and shoulders of 
the clique. His two most trusted lieutenants 
were H. De L. Vincent and Frank B. Hayne 
of the cotton firm of Vincent & Mayne. T. 
J. Majors, Mason Smith, C. C. Cordill, and 
F. L. Longshore were strong supports all 
through the campaign.

neént, Hayne, Majors, Cordill, 
Smith, and Longshore made no less than $3,- 
500,000 on actual spot cotton they handled and 
in the closing out of open contracts. The cot- 
ton they bought for $11,250,000 they sold for 
$15,000,000. This is the spot transaction 
alone, and the insiders say that their future 
contracts made them an equal amount. An 
odd $500,000 is left out of the calculation, so 
that the figures will not be complicated.

Package of His Letters Beside Her as 
She Succumbs. 


Disappointment in love is believed to have 
prompted Katherine O’Brien, a graduate of 
the Englewood high school, to commit sul- 
cide yesterday. A letter received a few hours 
before she drank carbolic acid is supposed 
to have been the direct cause of her act. 

Miss O’Brien was 18 years old and lived at 
5939 La Salle street. The bans for her mar- 
riage had been read four times before the 
altar of St. Anne’s Roman Catholic church, 
and when the fourth reading had been con- 
cluded last Sunday certain more supersti- 
tious members of the congregation remarked 
that it looked as if the marriage might not 
take place after all. 


Mother Finds Girl Dying. 

The young woman seemed dispirited all 
the present week, and yesterday morning 
she purchased two bottles of carbolic acid. 
After meeting the family at luncheon she 
went immediately to her room and drank 
the contents of both bottles. Her mother 
heard her cries of pain as the acid burmed 
the girl’s lips, and ran to her daughter's aid.

Minich went to Nebraska two months ago, 
and Miss O’Brien had been affected greatly 
by his absence. His friends say he left for 
the west because Miss O’Brien’s family ob- 
jected to the marriage on the ground that 
he was a Protestant, while hie flancée was 
a Catholic. Others assert Minich’s parents 
were inclined to object to the marriage. 

Minich was baptized in St. Anne’s church 
three months ago, byt the trouble did not 


cease. 

John O’Brien, the young woman's father, 
appeared at a loss to account for the suicide. 
“She was our only child and we couldn't do 
enough for her,” he said. “I cannot ex-

That in its way was doubtless a piece of luck, 
but no less luck than it was born of the 
superior speed which enabled it to get there 
first. The day then had so far advanced 
that it was clear to all that the race could not 
be run, but despite that the wildest tumult 
greeted the defender, as at three hours and 
thirty-seven minutes it swung around the 
markand headed back to the starting line. 

Some eight minutes later the homeward 
racing defender ranged near the outward go- 
ing challenger, and the two mutually agreed 
to call the race off, as there was not time | 
enough in which to finish the event.

How the Race Was Sailed. 


Reliance reached the starting line at 10

yacht from a windward position and 
hauled on the wind alongside in a position to 
blanket the challenger. Captain Wringe 
promptly wore ship and bore away from Re- 
liance, refusing to take part in a brush. 

The New York Yacht club regatta com- 
mittee’s tug established a line between the 
Sandy Hook lightship and itself at 10:30 a. m. 
and signaled, that the race would be fifteen 
miles to windward and return, the first leg 
south southwest. The wind was then blow- 
ing about five knots. ; 


Conditions Favored Shamrock. 

There was a moderate sea running in long 
ground swells, and the boats were pitching 
heavily. The conditions were unfavorable to 
Reliance, judging from its early trials. Sham- 
rock Ill. was expected to have an advantage 
in the light wind and rough water, in both 
of which it had done well in the trial races. 

When the committee tug fired the prepara- 
tory signal at 10:45 the two racers were 
crossing the line for a litile brush out to 
the windward of it, but the warning sig- 
nal was fired at 10:55 they whirled about and 
ran back toward the line. Shamrock III. 
whirled on its heel just to leeward of the line, 
and recrossed it. Reliance promptly fol- 


lowed. ‘ 
Shamrock Leads at Start. 


Shamrock III. led the American boat across 
by about fifty yards, but Reliance held the 
windward position. 

The official starting time was Shamrock 
IIL, 11:01:14; Reliance, 11:01:47. 

The wind dropped to about four knots soon 
after the start. Both boats sailed seaward 
for an hour and twenty minutes. Within 
twenty-five minutes after starting Reliance 
had overhauled Shamrock III. and was 
abeam of it and 200 yards to windward. Re- 
liance had not only footed faster, but pointed 
higher than the challenger, and was show- 
ing that, under conditions supposed to be 
the most unfavorable, it was a better boat. 

Half an hour after the start, when the 
boats were about four miles from the start- 
ing line, a rain shower swept across the 
course and obscured the yachts from all 
ebservers except those who were near them. 
The shower brought a shift of wind to the 
westward which enabled the racers to lay 
a course direct to the mark. This robbed 
Reliance of most of the advantage of its 
windward position and put the boats on al- 
most even'terms. They held that relative 
position until they had sailed eight miles, 
when the wind backed to south by west,again 
making it a dead beat to the mark and re- 
storing to Reliance its former advantage in 
being to the windward of Shamrock III. 


Shamrock Has Burst of Speed. 

When they made their first tack, at 12:20, 
Shamrock III. was to leeward and astern 
a few hundred yards. The shower had 
passed. Then for the first time the British 
challenger gave the admirers of the defender 
a bad scare. Without apparent reason it 
began to foot faster than Reliance, passed 
- to leeward of the American, and drew away 
ahead, but still to leeward. It looked fora 
moment as though Lipton’s boat was going 
to show its heels to the craft which was 
carrying the hopes of all Americans, but 
when it came about and the two boats met 
the admirers of Reliance discovered that 
while the challenger had been footing faster 
the American craft had been outpointing 
the challenger and had even increased its 
lead. The boats were nine miles from the 
starting line and Reliance had a JjJead of a 
quarter of a mile. In a dropping wind the 
British boat twice repeated the performance 
of slipping past Reliance to leeward, but

When four miles from the turning mark, 
at 1:25 p. my, they started on a long leg out 
to sea. As they came about it was apparent 
Reliance was a mile ahead. The wind had 
dropped to little better than a flat calm and 
the racers were moving slowly. In a vain 
effort to woo the fickle airs the yachts 
changed their head sails, but the race had 
degenerated into a drifting match. Flukey 
streaks of gentile air drifted across the 
course. One of these flukes, when Reliance 
was more than two miles from the mark,

», Three anda half hours after the start it was

Steamers Race for Home. 


‘The real racing of the day began when the 
fleet of steamships, yachts, tugs, and nonde- 
script craft started for home. The horizon 
became stormlike with the black vapor from 
the funnels of the throbbing processions, and 
the sea itself was churned to suds by the 
smashing of the paddle wheels and pro- 
peliers. Tugboat men with grudges to settle 
were blowing off steam, and big sidewhee!l- 
ers’ could not have gone faster if they had 
“niggers on their safety valves. 

The Plymouth, a Fall River line side- 
wheeler, and the Richard Peck, the New 
Haven line twin screw boat, had a mighty 
struggle for supremacy that lasted two 
hours. The Peck was several times in the 
impeding wash of the big Fall River boat. 
It got a slight advantage, lost It, regained it, 4 
and lost it again. It looked from the news- 
paper tug Edgar F. Luchenbach as if the 
big boats were about evenly matched. | 


Steam Yechtsin Contest. 


The next point in interest to the race of the 
sound boats was a coritest between J. P. 
Morgan’s yacht Corsair, W. B. Leeds’ Noma, 
and H. H. Rogers’ Kanawha, which lasted 
less than half an hour. Corsair did not seem 
to be doing its best, but Noma and Kanawha 
went at it in deadly earnest. Kanawha, 
which is a twenty knotter, defeated Noma 
and led the yacht fleet into port. The tur- 
bine yacht Tarantula, credited with a speed 
of twenty-six knots, did not hook up to try 
conclusions with the propellers. It appeared 
to be satisfied with dashing around, looking 
wicked and rakish. 

The big excursion steamers alone probably 
carried 15,000 to 20,000 persons to see the race. 
This, however, is only part of the crowd that 


put to sea. 
Sure Cup Is Safe. 


Members of the New York Yacht club and 
yachtsmen generally expressed their confi- 
dence that the first trial indicates that Re- 
Hance .will win the series. 

“When we were sailing we were beating 
Shamrock. We had a light breeze at first, 
which died out until we were just drifting. 
I could not say it was a fair test of the rela- 
tive qualities of both boats. Reliance did 
well, and I have not changed my opinion be- 
cause of today’s performance. My confi- 
dence is unshaken."" With these words C. 
Oliver Iselin, manager of Reliance, expressed 
the opinion of not only himself, but a party 
on board the tender Sunbeam tonight. With 
Mr. Iselin were “ Nat” Herreshoff, H. C. 
Leeds, Woodbury Kane, Butler\Duncan Jr., 
‘N. D. Thorne, and Dr. Manahan. 


Barr Has Little to Say.

At no 
time was there a whole sail breeze and the 
work today did not give an opportunity to 
show the best qualities of either boat: No 
changes are necessary or contemplated, 
either in the rigging or sailgof the new boat.”’ 

Betting Favors Reliance. 

A flood of Reliance betting money struck 
the Wall street district today. At one time 
in the Broad street curb market anywhere 
between $40,000 and $100,000 was offering 
at odds/of 2 to 1 that the American boat will 
win the seriesofraces. The supply of Sham- 
rock money was limited. The star betting 
offer made on the curb market was that of a 
representative of A. O. Brown & Co., who 
offered to bet any part of $25,000 at 2 ta 1 on 
Reliance, no one taking him up. The odds 
at the close of the curb were at 2 to 1, offered 
on Reliance, and 1 to 2% bid by Shamrock 
backers. 

Frederick H. Brooks, who had acted as 
commissioner in placing considerable yacht 
race betting money, said if Reliance wins 
the first race he will bet any part of $10,000 
at odds of 3 to 1 it will win the series. |

ANIMALS’ EGGS DEVELOPED 
THROUGH CHEMICAL CHANGES. 


Prof. Jacques Loeb Announces Result 
of Series of Experiments at the Uni- 


versity of California. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 20.—Announce- 
ment is made that Prof. Jacques Loeb, in a 
series of experiments he ‘has just completed 
at the University of California, succeeded in 
demonstrating that the eggs of animals con- 
taining both sexes can be fertilized and 


developed into animals through physical and ; 


chemical agencies—technically, artificial par- 
thenogenesis. 

From these experiments Dr. Loeb makes 
the deduction that if science ever acquires 
positive evidence making for the solution of 
the secret of a biogenisis—that is, the fer- 
tilization of eggs of animals where the sexes 
are separated—it will be through artificial 
parthenogenisis. | 

This latest discovery of Dr. Loeb is in di- 
rect sequence in a line of investigation al- 
ready carried to satisfactory conclusions in 
the case of echynoderms and annelids. By 
the manipulation of sea water through var- 
ious chemicals he produced a solution into 
which the eggs of these animals were placed. 
Then, without the intervention of any male 


principle, these eggs proceeded to develop in . 


the same fashion as if they had been fer- 
tilized.

SENATOR DEFENDANT IN SUIT IN- 
VOLVING $75,000,000. 


Receiver of Defanct Bay State Gas Com- 
pany Files Complaint Alleging That 
the Directors Issued to Addicks 
1,500,000 Shares of Stock Without 
Consideration and Asks the Court 


‘to Order a Delivery of the Certifi- 


eates for Cancellation. 


Wilmington, Del., Aug. 20:--In’ the United 


States Circuit court today George Wharton 
Pepper of Philadelphia, receiver of the Bay 
State Gas company of Delaware, filed a bill 
of complaint against J. Edward Addicks, 
United States senator; J. Frank Allee, and 
others, alleging fraud in connection with a 
transaction involving the stock of the com- 
pany, paid to be valued at $75,000,000. 

The bill charges the defendants as direc- 
tors, except Addicks, with entering into an 
unlawful combination to issue to Addicks 
1,500,000 shares of stock of the Bay State 
Gas company without consideration. | 


Want Addicks to Deliver Stock. 


The bill further asks that Addicks be or- 
dered to deliver to the receiver for cancella- 
tion certificates for the 1,500,000 shares of 
stock and that an accounting be made of 
the damages and loss sustained by the Bay 
State Gas company of Delaware in conse- 
quence of the alleged fraudulent and un- 
lawful issue of stock, and that the defend- 
ants be ordered to pay an amount equivalent 
to the alleged damage and loss. The de- 
fendants are required-to appear and make 
answer on the first Monday of November. 

The stock is alleged to have. been trans- 
ferred on July 3, 1902. The bill alleges that 
the stock was not issued direct to Addicks, 
but to another man, presumably on the order 
of Addicks. The allegation is made that the 
stock was issu to Edwin M. Post, a New 
York broker, who Is alleged to have been 
in the employ of Addicks to sell the stock, 
It is further set forth that of the $75,000,000 
of stock Addicks is believed to still control 


a large portion. | |

did the disaster come that all were forced 
to flee from the ship in their nightclothes. 
They spent the night on an exposed rock 
with nothing to protect them from the cold 
and wet but some blankets, which were 
seized in their fright. 

They were taken off the rock today by a 
tug and brought to Tadousac. Nearly all of 
them are Americans, and among them is a 
party of seventy-five persons from the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 

The ship now lies on the rocks, on which it 
rests for half its length. Its bow is out of 
water, and it has rolled over so that the deck 
lies at an angle of forty-five degrees, It is 


total loss. 

The Carolina left here yesterday for 
Saguenay. It met with no accident until it 
had entered the river of that name. Six 
miles from Tadousac there is a dangerous 
spot. Running at full speed the Carolina 
crashed into these rocks, not stopping until 
it had run out half its length on the shoals. 


Crash Causes Panic. 


The crash and the sudden rolling of the 
boat to one side caused a panic among the 
passengers, some of whom were awakened 
by being thrown violently out of their berths,

They believe 
the other five men in the crew were drowned, 
as they would not enter the lifeboat in which 
the three escaped. 


Ship Burned by Bolt. 


Ogdensburg, N. Y., Aug. 20.—At the height 
of an electrical storm here today the steamer 
Massena was struck by lightning and took 
fire. The blaze spread rapidly, and from 
one end of the ship to the other. Hedged in 
by fire some of the crew jumped for thefr 
lives into the water, several being cut by 
giass as they leaped through windows. 

The Massena drifted from its plier soon 
after being struck, but not soon enough to 
avoid setting fire to a warehousé@, which was 
almost destroyed. The hull of the Massena

When the Codorus went alongside the 
Queen of the West the water was rushing 
over its decks. In trying to board the Codo- 
rus Patrick Maloney of Baltimore, a wheel- 
man on the Queen of the West, fell between 
the two vessels. His breast and three ribs 
were crushed. The daughters of Chief En- 
gineer G. H. Drouillard had a narrow escape 
from drowning.

The Chicago Federation of Labor has ap- 
pointed a committee to draft a defense of 
the “closed” as distinguished from the 
“open shop.” If the defense will give rea- 
sons why it will be to the advantage of em- 
ployers to deal exclusively with union labor 
it will be an interesting document, and may 
have an influence which mere general de- 
nunciation of the “ open shop ” cannot have. 
‘A statement that “ the decency which would 
tolerate the ‘open shop’ is the same brand 
“of decency which would condone the offense 
(of Benedict Arnold ” does not convince any- 
body outside the ranks of “ organized la- 
bor.” It will be better to discuss the mat- 

ter from a purely business point of view. 
+ It may not be against the business inter-

There are unions which have so 
nearly monopolized efficient labor that. the 
employer is at a disadvantage if he refuses 
te give them his entire custom. There are 
inions which are far from having such a 
monopoly. Every employef must determine 
for himself whether it is to his advantage 
to make an*exclusive contract with one of 
them and thas put it out of his power to 
utilize the abundant supply of labor to be 
had for a lower wage rate, perhaps, outside 
of the union. 

Every employer has a right.to say what 
kind of a shop he prefers to run. He hasa 
right to employ union or nonunion men ex- 
clusively, or to employ both at the same 

time, provided he can get them to work to- 
gether, which is not an easy matter. The 
unwillingness of the man who belongs to a 
union to work side by side with the man 

* who does not appears to be getting stronger 

‘ all the time. The rights of the employer 
should be upheld by the law. If he ehooses 
to ran an “open shop” or hire none but 
nonunion men no interference with him 
should be tolerated. 

If employers can be convinced that it is 
to their interest to deal exclusively with 
wunions—that by doing so they can get all 
the good workmen they need, working under 
Contracts which fix wages and conditions of 
employment for stipulated periods, and pro- 
vide for settlement by arbitration of all dis- 
putes arising during the life of a contract— 
there will not be so much occasion for labor 
men to be troubled over the “ open shop” 
qnestion, If union men break contracts, 
quit work, and reject arbitration defenses 
of the “ closed shop ” will have little weight. 
This is something the committee of the fed 
eration of labor will do well to consider. 


ORGANIZING THE FARMERS. 

It would take a large book to give briefly 
the history of the attempts that have been 
made during the last thirty years to union- 
ize the farm Workingmen have organ- 
ized, railroads have been combined, and 
manufacturing companies have consolidat- 
ea, while all attempts to get up a farmers’ 
pdol have failed. Men ¢alling themselves 
disinterested friends of the farmers have 
told them with much earnestness that if 
they would only combine they would be able 
to fix the price of their products and make 
farming the most profitable industry in the 
world, but for some reason the disinter- 
ested friends in question have not made 
many converts, 
“The beauties of organization are again 
béing preached to the grain growers of the 
United States. They are asked what they 
think of a certainty of $1 a bushel for wheat, 
60 cents a bushel for corn, and 40 cents a 
bushel -for oats. These are prices the 
farmers would be glad to get, but it will be 
hard to persuade them that the American 
Society of Equity of North America, or any 
other society made up of friends of farmers, 
can teach them how to secure such prices.

THE CONTRACTORS’ COMBINES. 
The next grand jury may attempt toi 
vestigate the acts of the men whose combi- 
nations have made local improvements so 
expensive. Whether it will accomplish any- 
thing if it does investigate is doubtful. It 
is extremely hard to get evidence relating 
to private agreements or understandings on 
which to base indictments which will not 
be thrown out when tested. It may be pos- 
sible to return what is called a “ moral in- 
dictment,” in which the grand jury says it 
believes certain individuals are conspiring 
against the public, but can get no proof gf 
their guilt, but that will not break up th¢ 
combines. | 
When a private individual finds that it 
will cost him too much to put up a building 
he waits. There are many public improveé- 
ments which the city can postpone if for 
any reason they cost too much at this time, 
If it waits long enough many of the pools 
which make the laying of pavements and 
building of sewers so costly may go to pieces. 
Unhappily there is no certainty of that. 
When contractors or material men have 
once discovered that they can combine t 
plunder private citizens or municipalities it 
is not easy to make them give up the profit- 
able practice. They might, indeed, be 
driven to abandon it if the city were author- 
ized to make improvements directly. If ft 
were to dispense with contractors and do 
the work itself the cost to the property own- 
ers might still be excessive, but if contract- 
ors knew that the city could get along with- 
out them they would lower prices to a rea- 
sonable figure. , 
Some improvements will have to be madp 
in spite of present high prices, for propert 
owners will insist on them. Some propert 
owners are so eager to have a particula 
street paved at once that they have offere; 
a large bonus to a contractor to hurry up 
the work. City officials can do ern 
towards getting even with contractors’ co | 
bines by forcing the men to whom pagers 
have been let to live up to them in eve 
particular. The smaller the amount of work 
done the easier will it be to inspect it rig- 
idly. The quality of material and the 
way in which the work is done shoul 
be scrutinized closely. The moment th 
slightest departure from specifications i 
noticed the contractor should be taken tio 
task and forced to do the work properly. 
This policy has never been followed, anj 
ft is time tu begin with it. The propert} 
owner who is made to pay an exorbitant 
price is entitled to everything in the way of 
good work and good materials the paren 
calls for. |

There are many human beings 
who, if they were bought and sold, would 
appeal less to one’s sentimental feelings. 
Dan Patch is only an equine being, bot he 
is too noble a being at that to be madeia 
commodity. However, if men will insist 
on making him a commodity it is only fair 
to say that they ceased some time ago to 
do it at any price under $60,000. | 

In the future they will not be able to-do it 
except at a price far above $60,000. That 
quarter of a second which Dan Patch 
knocked off his record day before yesterday 
had a distinct money meaning. It made him 
a more valuable commodity than he ever 
was before. . |

Let us remember only that he is the most 
magnificent and the most magnanimous 
horse that ever put on harness. May he live 
long and prosper.

MEBGER OF TRACTION LINES. 

An unnamed Union Traction official is 
quoted as saying that later in the year ef- 
forts will be made to bring about the con- 
solidation of that company and of the City 
Railway company. It is suggested that it 
may be possible to organize a new company 
which shall acquire control of the two sys- 
tems, as the Union Traction did of the sala 
west side lines. 

There are some reasons why it would he 
desirable to carry out such a plan. Then 
the universal transfers which the council 
wishes to secure for the people would come 
of themselves. If all the roads, elevated 
as well as surface, were consolidated iv one 
system the city would have only one cor- 
poration to deal with instead of many, and 
ear service could be much better regulated 
than it isnow. On the other hand, consoli- 
dation will be likely to postpone the munici- 
pal ownership which many seem gre.tly to 
desire. When will the city be in a position 
where it will be able to take over all the 
lines at one time? 

When the Union Traction company was 
organized to take over the west and north 
side roads it paid for them a great deal 


The hope may come to naught. When the, 


| more than they were worth and is in the 
hands of receivers as a consequence. East- 
ern capitalists are wiser now than they were 
a few years ago. If a new conmipany were 
organized to get control of the Chicago 
roads the men interested in it would be 
reasonably sure -to find out exactly what 
they were buying. ‘The organization of a 
new company would mean more street rail- 
road stock—to the amount of $100,000,000 
or more—whose holders would say that they 
-were entitled to dividends. «The capitaliza- 
tion of the Union Traction and the under- 
lying companies is so excessive that the 
holders say the city should not exact com- 
pensation, because if it does there will be 
no dividends. As the city will insist on 20 
per cent of the gross receipts why issue more 
stock which can pay nothing to its owners? 

There may be no consolidation; There 
cannot be without the consent of the City 
railway. The men who control that solvent 
concern may not relish the suggestion of a 
combination with an insolvent concern. 
They may ask what they have to gain by it 
and receive no answer which is satisfactory. 
The Union Traction people may be able to 
see the advantages of a merger much more 
clearly than those who determine the policy 
of the City railway company. 


THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN. 

In 1900, 59,150 votes were cast for presi- 
dent in the state of Mississippi. At ademo- 
cratic primary election held the other day to 
select a candidate for governor 99,385 votes 
were cast. When the regular election day 
comes probably not one-fourth of the men 
who went to the primaries will go to the 
polls. A larger vote will not be necessary, 
for the republican nominee, if there be one, 
will not get over 6,000 yotes. In nearly 
every other state the vote at the primaries 
is much smaller than that at the election. 

The advocates of direct nomination at the 
primaries ought to be interested in the 
Mississippi system. There everything is 
practically done at the primaries. Senators, 
governors, and other state officers are desig- 
nated there. The Mississippi primary law 
is a cnrious one. Provision is made for a 
state electoral college in which each county 
is given representation according to pppula- 
tion. If there are several candidates for a 
state office and one of them has a clear 
majority of the popular vote he gets the 
nomination. If a candidate has only a 
plurality of the popular vote, but a majority 
of the electoral vote, he becomes the nomi- 
nee. If the votes are so split up that no 
candidate complies with either condition, 
another primary has to be held to decide 
between the two who stand at the head of 
the poll. Another primary election for 
governor will be held next week, because 
there was no choice at the first trial. 

The Mississippi plan does away altogether 
with delegates and conventions, and the 
manipulating and trading carried’ on in con- 
ventions. It gives voters au opportunity to 
choose candidates at first hand. The plan 
has made the regular election in Missis- 
sippi a mere formality, and it will be nothing 
more so as long as the organized democracy 
retains it's overwhelming preponderance.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY® 


Copyright: 1908: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HE duke of Roxburghe, who arrived on 
Saturday last, bears a name and a title 
familiar to book lovers and bibliophiles 
all the world over. For the third duke, 
who, on account of a romantic love 

affair with a royal princess of one of the 
reigning houses of Germany, pledged himself 
to a life of celibacy, sought consolation for 
his sorrows in the collection of a world famed 
library. This after his death was sold at 
auction in London, the sale lasting no less 
than forty-two days, and attracting collec- 
tors from the United States and from allover 
the continent of Europe. Among the most 
notable treasures in the library was the 
Valdarfer Boccaccio, printed in Venicé in 
1471, which, after passing through the hands 
of the late duke of Marlborough and Lord 
Spencer, is now, I believe, in the possession 
of J. Pierpont Morgan. 

The romance Which led the third duke to 
live tand die unmarried is but little known, 
yet is worthy of being placed on record. 

In the year 1761 the third duke set out on 
a grand tour with all the pomp and circum- 
stances befitting his rank and the stateliness 
of his time. He was handsome, gallant, and 
21. On his way back from Moscow he halted 
for a time at the little court of Strelitz, which 
was then ruled by the dowager duchess, to 
whom her ‘son, the reigning duke, and his 
brothers respectfully deferred. She had but 
two daughters, Princess Christine, a lovely 
girl of 20, and Princess Charlotte, small and 
frightfully, plain, the ugly duckling of the 
family. With Christine the young duke fell 
violently in love and she not only smiled 
upon his suit but promised him her hand, her 
mother and eldest brother looking upon the 
match with approval. | 

And then a strange thing happened—noth- 
ing less than a formal demand on the part of 
King George III. of England for the hand of 
the homely Princess Charlotte, a demand 
which was of course at once granted, along 
with the stipulation made by the English gov- 
ernment that no member of the Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz family should marry a British sub- 
ject. 
This, of course, dashed to the ground all 
the hopes of the duke of Roxburghe and put 
an-end to the plans of his union with Princess 
Christine. He left Strelitz at once and for 
the subsequent forty-séven years which 
elapsed until his death spent his life in virtual 
retirement, devoting himself entirely to his 
books and never appearing at court. 

The Peerages accorded to him the briefest 
possible mention, merely alluding to him as 
having been a Knight of the Garter. But for 
his sake Princess Christine of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz remained unmarried to r death, 
rejecting all offers of marriage, finding no 
wooer who could compare with the gallant 
Scotsman who had won her heart before her 
homely sister Charlotte became queen of 
England. 

It is only fair to King George III. to explain 
that he had no voice whatsoever in the selec- 
tion of his consort, who was chosen for him 
by his mother, the princess of Wales, and by 
her favorite prime minister, the marquis of 
Bute, with the object of preventing his in- 
fatuation for the fascinating Lady Sarah 
Lennox, leading him into inviting her to 
share his throne. ‘ 

| 

While the present duke possesses latge es- 
tates, they are still heavily incumbered as 
the result direct and indirect of the great 
lawsuit which took place in the early por-. 
tion of the last century for the dukedom and 
for the estates, owing to the death of the third 
duke and his cousin, the fourth duke, with- 
out issue. 

There were a number of claimants. But 
eventually the committee of privileges of the 
house of lords awarded the dukedom, and the 
ordinary tribunals assigned the ducal estate 
to Sir James Innes Norcliff, Bart., although 
popular opinion in Scotland, as well as a 
rumber of genealogists, protested against 
this decision, insisting that it should have 
been made in favor of Maj. Gen. Walter Ker 
of Littledean as heir male of the Kers of 
Cessford. 

The general was reduced to the direst 

poverty, completely ruined by the legal 
expendiutre in conection with his claim to 
the dukedom, and his estate of Littledean 
was sold and now forms part of Lord Pol- 
warth’s beautiful place in Berwickshire, on 
the banks of the Tweed. 

The legal proceedings lasted for a number 
of years and among the claimants was a 
Robert Hepburn Ker, a baker at Kingston, 
Jamaica, to whom at one moment the com- 
mittee of privileges seemed inclined to award 
the dukedom. | 

Floors castle, on the Tweed, the principal 
home of the duke of Roxburghe, fs a little 
over 200 years old and was built according 
to the designs of Sir John Vanbrugh (the 
architect of Blenheim) to take the place of 
old Roxburghe castle, an important fortress 
in the border struggles all through the mid- 
‘dle ages. | | 


The old castle, the ruins of which remain, 
was the stronghold of the princes of North- 
umbria before Earl David beca king of 
Ecotland. Long after Northumbria had been 
severed from Scotland the castle continued 
to be one of the chief royal residences. 
Courts, councils, and parliaments were held 
within its walls, a royal mint established, 
and it was the seat of government until the 
end of the reign of Alexander III. Subse- 
quently, in the possession of the Kers, it be- 
came the headquarters sometimes of foes to 
the crown, and a gnarled holly tree marks 
the spot where King James II. of Scotland 
was killed by an arrow while besieging the 
castle of Roxburghe, while within thirty feet 
thereof flourishes the splendid oak planted 
by Queen Victoria on the occasion of her 
visit to Roxburghe shortly after her mar- 
riage, the duchess of Roxburghe of the day, 
grandmother of the present duke, having 
been the mistress of the robes, lady in wait- 
ing, and the earliest of the intimate friends 
of the late qeuen. 

The duke of Roxburghe has a number of 
minor dignities, including the titles of mar- 
quis of Bowmont and marquis of Cessford, 
the former of these two titles being usually 
borne by the eldest son and heir of the duke. 

Thefather of the family was John Ker of the 
forest of Selkirk, who lived in 1317. + ‘But it 
was not until the sixteenth century that Sir 
Robert Ker of Cessford was created Lord 
Roxburghe by King James I. of England. 
The fifth Lord Roxburghe was raised to the 
rank of duke by King George I. for his serv- 
ices as secretary of state. | 

It is not often that one meets a reigning 
monarch in a public tram car. But old King 
Christian of Denmark, who in certain re- 
spects is the most democratic of crowned 
heads, delights in this means of conveyance, 


ploying it at Copenhagen, yet when at Ham- 
burg the other day, he rode about everywhere 
in the surface cars, attended by a gentleman 


lin waiting and recognized by many of the 


passengers. 

So far as I know, he is the only reigning 
sovereign who adopts this miode of locomo- 
tion since the death of old Dom Pedro, who, 
while still emperor of Brazil, used, when vis- 
iting London, to herrify the English lords in 
waiting assigned by Queen Victoria to at- 
tend him by riding in the penny bus. 

Emperor Nicholas is also on record as hav- 
ing on one memorable occasion ridden in a 
tram car at St. Petersburg shortly after his 
accession to the throne. He had learned one 
of the officers of the Preobrajensky regiment 
had been ostracized by his fellow officers for 
having ridden in a tram car, on the ground 
that it was damaging to the dignity and 
prestige of the corps. The emperor also ascer- 
tained that the young subaltern was far from 
rich, being the son of an old colonel who had 
little but his pay to subsist on.

; _ VERY night there are downtown, 
spending pennies for amusement, 
enough people to filla theater. They 
may spend 3 cents, 5 cents, or, in a 

| . burst of extravagance, even 25 cents, 
but the average will be found at about 6 or7. 

lf all these amusement seekers could be 
gathered in one of the playhouses they would 
fill it to the doors, and what they would spend 
would not be enough in a month to meet the 
smallest theatrical pay roli for a week. 

They are not a high class of amusement 

} seekers. Probably half of them are attracted 

to the penny amusement places by the sug- 

gestion that they will be offered something 

salacious, risque, off color, or decidedly im- 

It is a suggestion carefully nourished 

by the proprietors of the places, It is a case 

of sheep masquerading in wolves’ clothing 


for the most part. These places are not 
wolves in sheep’s woel. 

It is not because the proprietors do not 
recognize the value of making good the sug- 
gestion which is held out. There would be 
vastly more money for them in the enterprise 
if there were no limit and they go as far as 
the city administration will permit. In in- 
tention the places are supposed to appeal 
to a class which wants this kind of entertain- 
ment. | 

There are about a half dozen of them in 
the downtown district. One large one in 
State street occupies three floors in a build- 
ing where the rent must be enormous. Yet 
the penny spendings of the amusement seek- 
ers pay the rent and make the enterprise so 
profitable that new branches are being opened 
constantly. 

Any number of anomalies are presented by 
these penny amusement resorts. In the first 
place, there is the curious feature of any 
profitable undertaking being based on the 
smallest coin of the country. The penny is 
the medium of exchange. Just within the 
entrance of each place sits one of the em- 
ployés on a high stool behind a small square 
desk. On top of this he has pennies in piles 
of five each, probably a hundred stacks. 

- No admission fee is charged. The man at 
the desk will exchange pennies for nickels, 
dimes, and quarters, and then the spectator 
is left to the inducements of the plagards de- 
scribing briefly the pictures whieh may be 
found in the kinetoscope. 

By some strange reasoning the proprietors 
came to the conclusion that their best means 
of attracting attention was to be found in 
great pipe organs grinding out sacred and 
operatic music. There is anomaly number 
two. The “ barking ”’ for places supposed to 
appeal to the cheapest class of amusement 
seekers is done by Beethoven, Mozart, Verdi, 
rs of music 
— people pay to hear at high class con- 
certs, 

It was a successful line of reasoning which 
: led the proprietors to install the organs. 
Their rumbling can be heard a half. block 
on each side of the places, and at the en- 
‘trance {t rolls out Ina tumult. No one ever 
passes one of them at night without being 
aware that the place is doing business.- 
Having no admission fee it was necessary 
to emphasize the fact that the places were 
hospitably open to any who might choose 
to enter. For that reason at the most pat- 
ronized ones there are no doors. There ts 
simply a hole in the front wall, exposing the 


entire long room to the street. 

The pipe organ is automatic, At intervals 
an attendant puts in a new record and the 
flood of hymns and operatic selections is 
continuous. To the accompaniment of this 
music the spectators are dropping their pen- 
nies in the slots of the machines and are 
industriously grinding out the moving pic- 
tures of the kinetoscope. 

Pictures are only one feature of the amuse- 
ment offered by the places. They form the 
large feature, but there are scores of others. 
One of the curiosities is to observe the in- 
genuity which has been required in the in- 
vention of penny slot dévices. Next t the 
kinetoscope, the singing machine takes inthe 
most pennies. The.walls of the places are 
lined with “‘seekers”’ standing with rapt 
expression on their faces listening to the 
singing of popular songs, the transmitters 
held tightly to their ears. | | 

Then there are electrical machines, ma- 


_ ehines to test strength, machines to test the 


lungs by ascertaining how many lamps you 
can light by blowing in them, machines which 
will display a spider’s jaws, an ant’s legs, 
and other portions of insect anatomy under 
microscope, machinés which give 
weight, play you a tune, and tell your fortune 
all in one “ breath,”’ machines which hand 
out candy, machines which print names in 
metal plates. 

To complete the rounds of one of the most 
thoroughly equipped places—to work all the 
machines, to try all the devices, have your 
fortune told by the ‘‘ palmist,’’ your pictures 
taken by the “ lightning ”’ photographer, and 
to risk all the various ventures would prob- 
ably take a couple of dollars, even with nsar- 
ly all the prices imited to 1 cent, 

The average ‘‘seeker’’ is moved by no 
such idea of extravagance. He gets five pen- 
nies from the man at the desk and makes 
them last for a night’s amusement. He 
sees a couple of pictures, hears one song. 
prints his name, and tries his fortune with 
a candy machine. He has occupied an hour 
in doing this. Then he goes home, his amuse- 
ment having cost 5-cents. | 

In some of the places the women spectators 
are as numerous as the men. /They are more 
constant patrons of the music machines and 
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the fortune telling devices than they are Gt 
the picture machines. Where the womenare 
numbered conspicuously among the specties 
tors they have an effect on the character 
the place. In such ones as they do not ff 
quent there will be found machines in on® 
of the corners, protected by a screen, from 
which boys are warned by placards. A, 
It requires 5 cents to operate these Ma-7 
chines and the warning to boys brings the 
expected result. They are the favortte M@— 
chines of the place. 4 3 
Solemnity is the pervading atmosphere of 
the resorts. There is the solemn music, DUE 
scarcely another sound except when an 6& 
tendant turns on a noisy phonograph @ 
screech out populat songs in competition 
with the organs.
